Animal Shelter 
applying for grant

The Animal Shelter of 
Crawford County is applying for 
a grant through a federal United 
States Department of Agriculture 
Rural Development program to 
help build a new animal shelter. 

Funds from the program are 
earmarked to help emergency 
first responder efforts by financ- 
ing needed equipment and ser- 
vices. 

The grant was brought to the 
attention of the Animal Shelter 
of Crawford County Board by 
Beaver Creek Township resident 
Kathy Mobarak. 

The shelter has operated on 
land leased from the Crawford 
County Road Commission for 
the last 30 years and buildings 
and facilities are worn out. 

“We're getting to the point 
where things are unrepairable 
anymore,” said Cheryll Ruley, 
secretary/treasurer for the animal 
shelter board. 

The road commission board is 
planning to use the shelter prop- 
erty for a future garage expan- 
sion. 

Recently, the road commission 
board agreed to extend the lease 
for the shelter to 2006 in order to 
give shelter officials time to raise 
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funds for a new facility. 

Animal] shelter officials have 
estimated it would cost between 
$200,000 and $400,000 for a 
new shelter and are currently 
crunching numbers with an 
architect to determine exact 
costs. 

“What we’re interested in is 
having a good, durable, clean 
facility,’ Ruley said. 

Crawford County 
Commissioners and Animal 
Shelter Board President Sharon 
Priebe are also working with 
Department of Natural Resource 
officials to secure land off of Old 
27 for a new shelter. Shelter offi- 
cials are seeking property near 
the roadway in order to maintain 
visibility with the public and to 
heip curb building and operating 
costs, The DNR has previously 
designated land off of the road- 
way near the Crawford County 
Fairgrounds for the shelter. 

“When it comes down to the 
nitty gritty, having the land is 
key,’ Priebe said. 

The shelter board is getting 
letters of support from the City 
of Grayling, Crawford County 
and townships in the county for 
the grant.

While on guard duty in Iraq 
near the city of Fallujah, Lance 
Corporal Terrence Ryan noticed 
a young Sheppard boy, about 7, 
drop to one knee and take aim 
on a fellow Marine. Well-trained 
for moments like these, Ryan 
didn’t think twice and immedi- 
ately chambered a round in his 
M-16 A2 service nfle. 

Keeping the Rules of 
Engagement in mind, Ryan 
locked the boy into the sights of 
his weapon. He was ready to fire 
when the boy jumped up waving 
his hands in the air. In one hand 
was a harmless Sheppard stick 
he used to simulate as a rifle.

Schools 
evacuated 
after power 
surge

A jolt of power sent hundreds 
of elementary and primary 
school students for a brief stay 
in their future school surround- 
ings last week. 

A power surge caused a power 
outage at the Grayling 
Elementary School around 
10:45 a.m. on Tuesday, March 
15. About half of the rooms in 
the school were left without 
power and lighting fixtures in 
several areas of the building 
heated up, causing them to 


smoke. 


Following the crisis/evacua- 
tion plan for the Crawford 
AuSable School District, the 
800 students in the elementary 
and primary schools were quick- 
ly evacuated from the building.

Mary Bishop is working to 
give her fellow senior citizens a 
dose of information - whether 
that be through a daily chat or 
critical personal data which can 
be accessed during a medical 
emergency. 

Bishop is among a group of 
Crawford County senior citi- 
zens spearheading an effort to 
start a local Triad, an organiza- 
tion which teams up seniors and 
law enforcement to reduce 
crime against the elderly. 

Triad means a_ three-way 
commitment among the chief of 
police, the sheriff and older or 
retired leaders. The parties 
agree to work together to 
reduce crime against the elderly 
and enhance the delivery of law 
enforcement services to older 
persons. | 

As a group, older persons can 
be a powerful and active force, 
but as individuals, they can be 
vulnerable and may need help. 
A senior who is victimized 
through a scam, is robbed or 
abused may live their last years 
isolated and in distress, fearing 
they may be victimized again. 

The national Triad program 
was founded in 1988 by the

was like that in the military. If 
you take care of your friends, 
they will take care of you.” 

A survey which was conduct- 
ed in October indicated that 
Crawford County seniors were 
most concerned about scams, 
vandalism, robbery and burgla- 
ry. 

There are 5,221 people over 
the age of 62, which is about 36 
percent of the population, living 
in Crawford County, according 
to 2000 Census records. 

Kara LaMarre, developmen- 
tal projects coordinator for the 
Northeast Michigan 
Community Services Agency 
(NEMCSA), urged law enforce- 
ment and seniors to focus on 
simple initiatives such as hold- 
ing a Safe, Sound and Secure 
program to educate seniors on 
scams and Jaw enforcement 
services. 

“A lot of seniors have been 
victimized, you don’t hear 
Jnuch about it because they’re 
too embarrassed to talk about 
it,” said LaMarre. 

LaMarre said grant funds are 
available through NEMCSA, 
the National Sheriff’s 
Association and Michigan 


Sheriff’s Association for pro- 
grams. 

One of the first initiatives the 
group plans to conduct are reas- 
surance calls - a daily call to 
seniors to check on their wel- 
fare, pass on.a.joke.or to just 
have a quick chat. 

Alice Snyder, the director of 
the Crawford County 
Commission on Aging, said 
volunteers who deliver Meals 
on Wheels interact with seniors 
during the week, so a couple of 
phone calls over the weekend 
could account for a person who 
may be hurt and could not alert 
emergency personnel to their 
situation. 

“You don’t want to take that 
risk,” Snyder said of having 
several days pass without hear- 
ing from a senior. 

Senior Ed Ladd, who uses a 
scooter to get around, said he 
would be able to get in touch 
with a dispatcher who could 
contact police or ambulance 
personnel. 

“If they needed help, I could- 
n’t help them, but I could find 
somebody else that could,” 
Ladd said. 

Seniors also hope to work 


with Crawford County Sheriff 
Kirk Wakefield and Grayling 
City Police Officer Tim Coe, 
who has gone through training 
to do security surveys at homes, 
schools and businesses, so they. 
can ensure. that seniors, homes y 
have: adequate : lighting - and. 
security measures. 

Finally, the Triad volunteers 
plan to distribute the vile of life, 
a medicine vile which contains 
a list of medications that seniors 
are on and emergency contact 
information. The vile is stored 
in the refrigerator and a magnet 
alerts medical responders to the 
available information. 

“Tt has all the information, it 
saves the staff in the emergency 
room a lot of time because they 
don’t have to do all sorts of 
tests,’ Bishop said, “It’s very 
helpful.” ‘ 

Wakefield said he was 
encouraged that seniors were 
taking the initiative to look out 
for one another and to serve the 
community. 

“It really should be run by 
seniors because the program is 
for them,” Wakefield said. “We 
are there for resources and 
guidance.”

AS government. officials, 
forestry experts. and timber 
industry leaders from Canada 
and the United States meet at 
Michigan State University next 
month to discuss forest product 
trade between the two countries, 
experts and officials see access 
to state land as key to the future 
of the state’s timber industry. 

“My perception is that as the 
forest-products industry that 
owns their own forest land divest 
of it, we’ve seen a considerable 
decline in harvesting on federal 
lands,” said Karen Potter-Witter, 
a professor of forest economics 
at MSU. “So there’s more pres- 
sure on state forest land to pro- 
duce timber, and also more pres- 
sure on non industrial private 
forest land.” 

The conference on March 6-7 
will bring together government 
representatives from U.S, and 
Canadian natural resources 
departments as well as 
researchers from in both coun- 
tries to discuss research findings 
on the impact of trade agree- 
ments involving softwood lum- 
ber trade. 

The dispute between the 
United States and Canada over 
softwood——used in products 
such as fencing, decks, paneling 
and cabin logs—spans more than 
20 years. Softwood is one of 
Canada's largest exports to the 
United States, with over 19 bil- 
lion board feet worth $6.8 billion 
shipped in 2003 alone. 

“Even though it doesn’t make 
all the headlines here, this is a 
major issue involving billions of 
dollars,” said Larry Leefers, an 
associate professor of forestry 
economics and planning at 
MSU. “So bringing a little more 
research to bear is important for 
both countries, but this is a long 
way from being resolved.”

The United States takes a free 
market approach with an open- 
bid process for development 
rights to private, state and feder- 
al land up for auction. In con- 
trast, the Canadian government 
sets stumpage prices—fees paid 
to the government for the rights 
to harvest trecs—on ail of its 
public land. 

The U.S. lumber industry 
claims that low stumpage prices 
amount {o a subsidy for 
Canadian manufacturers, pro- 
ducers and exporters. 

Such allegations are investi- 
gated by the U.S. Department of 
Commerce, which examines 
whether a foreign government 
directly provides subsidies for its 
exports. The U.S. International 
Trade Commission then deter- 
mines whether the U.S. industry 
is harmed by subsidized imports. 

If both those conditions are 
met, then a duty is assessed 
equal to the amount of the for- 
eign subsidy. In addition, the 
United States also can impose an 
anti-dumping tax meant to bal- 
ance the price of Canadian lum- 
ber that enters the country below 
market value. Past duly amounts 
ranged between 19 percent and 
27 percent. 

In response to the tariffs, the 
Canadian government _ has 
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Trade Organization to investi- 
gate U.S. duties. In January, the 
United States dramatically low- 
ered its duty to 1.8 percent—-a 
reduction of more than 10 per- 
cent—after a North American 
Free Trade Agreement panel 


found a flawed methodology in 


calculating alleged Canadian 
subsidies 

Rates for lumber can have a 
drastic impact not only on the 
industry itself, but on consumers 
as well. , 

“It’s an issue where the forest- 
products industry is not united 
because there are some forest- 
product industries which rely 
more on Canadian lumber versus 
wood products that are produced 
in the United States,” Potter- 
Witter said, 

Lower prices on Canadian 
softwood benefits home builders 
and other construction compa- 
nies, along with consumers who 
purchase the products, while 
U.S. softwood companies—con- 
centrated mainly in the southern 
United States and the Pacific 
Northwest—must lower prices to 
remain competitive, affecting 
profit margins. 

But many industry officials 
believe that the softwood dispute 
has had little impact on the state 
due to more production and man- 
ufacturing of hardwood products 
made from maple and cedar, 
along with pulpwood—like 
aspen and pine for paper prod- 
ucts. Although pulp can be man- 
ufactured from either soft or 
hardwood, 75 percent of 
Michigan’s pulp comes trom 
hardwood. 

“The total volume of lumber in 
the market has remained the 
same over the past decade, so it’s 
supply and demand that control 
the prices,” said Larry Martkey, 
president of Livonia-based Pine 
Forest Co., which operates mills 
in Gladwin and Lake City. 
“There, are thousands of manu- 
facturers in this country, and 
across the border so no one real- 
ly has enough of the market 
share to influence prices.” 

But the softwood dispute is 


only one aspect of a larger 


issuc~-the industry’s future in 
Michigan. 


Industry executives like 
Michigan Timbermen’s 
Association President Tom 


Barnes see a botleneck in access 
to the state’s timber--the filth 
largest acreage in the country at 
19.3 millton acres, 21 percent of 
it state owned. 

Michigan’s forest industry 
supports 150,000 jobs and adds 
$9 billion annually to the state 
economy, according to the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources. Another 50,000 jobs

forest-based recreation ‘such as 
camping and hunting. 

_ “Michigan has the largest sur- 
plus of timber in the country and 
it’s frustrating because we have 
this huge breadbasket and we're 
not utilizing the potential of the 
land to its maximum value,” said 
Barnes. “It’s unfortunate that 
we’re seeing Canadian raw prod- 
ucts being used for manufactur- 
ing here when we've got what 
we need.” 

But Alan Rebertus, a biology 
professor at Northern Michigan 
University, questioned the need 
to open up more state land if 
companies are unable to meet 
demand from their current forest 
properties. 

"I have real concerns with 
these sustainability issues,” he 
said. “If they're not meeting 
demands now, will it mean that 
public lands will become 
increasingly managed soiely for 
timber at the expense of other 
resources?" 

Kevin Korpi, executive direc- 
tor of the Michigan Forest 
Product Council, claims that the 
state is harvesting only one-third 
of what is sustainably possible. 
He sees more access to state land 
as a way for Michigan to main- 
tain a comparative advantage, 
particularly in the hardwood 
industry. 

“Vm a litte troubled by the 
lack of management and some of 
the constraints on public lands 
and we'd like to see some of 
those constraints removed,” he 
said. 

Potter-Witter finds the one- 
third estrmate hard to swallow. 

“One of my pet peeves is using 
that gross generalization,’ she 
said. “Yes, in Michigan, in terms 
of gross wood fiber volume we 
grow more than we harvest, but 
the economic analyses that 
we’ve done shows that there are 
shortages of some species and 


some, Kinds of products, in, the 


state,” inclyding red pine;;and 
aspen pulpwood, along with hard 
maple sawtimber. She noted that 
when cconomists see rising real 
prices—prices increasing above 
the rate of inflation—it indicates 
a scarcity of the product. 

And Rebertus said that con- 
centrating on the most profitable 
species can produce a ripple 
effect throughout the ecosystem. 

“Some lands in the northern

out. We're also tosing aspen in 
the maple belt, mainly through 
natural succession, so it may be 
desirable to maintain some of 
these stands through clear-cut- 
ting to benefit deer,” he said.

Nevertheless, even with 
species important to forest diver- 
sity such as aspen, Rebertus said 
sustainable management is the 
key. That’s why he feels the cur- 
rent practice of 40-year rotation 
to maintain productivity takes a 
“limited scope” of what should 
sustainable forestry manage- 
ment, adding that such manage- 
ment should also be based on 
biologically sound policy that 
includes more than standing 
timber. 

“The state of the resources 
should not dictate what’s avail- 
able, but [know that’s not a pop- 
ular thing to say,” he said. “It 
might be a different definition of 
sustainability from a logging 
perspective than one that con- 
siders soil resources, wildlife 
resources and forest diversity.” 

But Korpi agrees that balance 
is needed. “We need to make 
sure the outcomes are balanced 
in terms of wildlife habitat, 
recreational opportunities and 


the economic component as 
well.” 
Last May, Gov. Jennifer 


Granholm signed a bill intended 
to require sustainable — forestry 
certification on all state lorest- 
land. 

Leefers said “this is a more 
comprehensive approach to plan- 
ning, and it’s the Jargest public 
lands system that this would be 
applied to, so it’s quite an under- 
taking, and one piece of that is 
bringing people from the outside 
to come and see whether we're 
adhering to these standards.” 

Industry officials like Korpi 
say that those higher standards 
are more productive approach 
than increasing imports from 
Russia and other countries with 
lower environmental standards. 
“Are we exporting our cnvyiron- 
tolks 
ravaging the rainforest? We 
shouldn’t be.” 

Other timber experts say the 
state still has a tong way to go 
toward a sustainable —manage- 
ment plan. 

“They've been working on a 
comprehensive forest plan since 
1990 and working on a descrip- 
tion of old growth forests for 10 
years,” said Marvin Roberson, 
forest policy specialist for the 
Sierra Club's Mackinac chapter. 

Roberson sees what he calls a 
disturbing trend toward owner- 
ship consolidation in Michigan, 
and believes the potential for 
mismanagement of timberland 1s 
much greater when the owner 
isn’t directly involved in the tim- 
ber industry, 

He cited the recent sale of

“When forest product compa- 
nics are gobbled up by invest- 
ment groups and huge interna- 
tional firms, there’s always a 
danger of disposing of the land,” 
he said. “rorest product compa- 
nies have an incentive to hold on 
to the land and maintain it sus- 
tainably, but investment compa- 
Nics operate based on what 
makes the most money.” 

The ‘Timbermen Association’s 
Barnes is a little more hesitant to 
raise a red flag on 
Mead Wesivaco. 

“The track record with invest- 
Ment companies purchasing tim- 
ber land has been mixed,” he 
said. “Some have done a good 
job of managing the land and 
others have liquidated the land 
for the protits but as far as the 
Mead sale, I think it’s a litle too 
early to call”

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More federal highway aid welcome 
but insufficient, experts say

LANSING - A new federal 
transportation funding bill 
passed by the U.S. House won’t 
provide enough money to fix 
most highway surface problems 
in Michigan, according to a 
{transportation research group. 
Michigan needs an additional 
$700 million annually — to 
improve highway road and 
bridge conditions, said Frank 
Moretti, director of policy and 
research for The Road 
Information Program (TRIP) in 
Washingtoninme i 200 
‘The current bill would 
increase current funding by only 
2 percent, giving the state 
approximately $200 million 
more per year. 
“In reality the increases are 
fairly modest,” said Moretti. 


“Most of the additional highway 
repairs are still going to come 
from state and local govern- 
ment.” 

U.S. Rep. Bart Stupak, D- 
Menominee, has specified 20 
projects in northern Michigan 
alone that could benefit from the 
additional funds, including an 
additional exit ramp on south- 
bound Interstate 75 in the 
Grayling area. 

“With harsh weather condi- 
tions taking its toll on our high- 
ways and roads in northern 
Michigan, this funding is vital in 


ooyormeoormomaintaining safe means of trans: -~ 


portation,” said Stupak. 

The TRIP report also men- 
tioned the impact of congested 
highways on truck mobility and 
the impact that has on the econ- 
omy. 


Walter Heinritzi, cxecutive 


director of the Michigan 
Trucking Association sees the 
proposed federal law as a benefit 
for the trucking industry, which 
finances 40 percent of the feder- 
al highway trust fund in the form 
of diesel fuel and tire taxes. 

“Anytime there is an increase 
in spending infrastructure, that’s 
a positive since the industry 
makes money on state roads,” he 
said. 


According to Heinritzi, taxes . 


paid by the industry cover 
approximately 60 to 75 percent 
of the damage trucks cause to 


“We want to see as much 
money used in maintaining the 
roads with little diversion for 
non-highway use as possible,” 
he said.

He was assigned to a deten- 
tion facility working with the 
military police in the Camp 
Fallujah compound and also 
helped with transporting insur- 
gents to the Abu Ghraib prison. 

If the detainees were found 
threatening, they would go to 
the prison. The others were sent 
to a small city outside of 
Fallujah. According to Ryan 
about half of those detained 
went to Abu Ghraib.

tinations..was-always 2 dangers 


ous excursion. The convoy was 
constantly in harm’s way with 
explosives and rockets going off 
on the side of the road. 
Insurgents act on a “hit and 
miss” tactic of war which is 
highly inaccurate, but neverthe- 
less effective. Indirect fire from 
enemy weapons is an immense 
threat to U.S. troops and civil- 
ians alike. 

New to the combat environ- 
ment, Ryan found himself amid 
the pressure of always being a 


target for the hidden enemy. 

“It’s really stressful because 
you don’t know what is going to 
happen next,” Ryan said. “Its 
hard to understand the way they 
fight,” said Ryan. 


Indirect fire caught a group of 


Marines off guard while playing 
football within the compound, 
said Ryan. One of his best 
friends, Lance Corporal Jason 
Gomez (Third Battalion, First 
Marines, Weapons Company), 
was wounded from shrapnel. It 
took out most of his ankle and 
hit-his head and back. : 

“He got hit by a [77 millime- 
ter rocket. It was a lucky shot,” 


said Ryan, “It affected me 


deeply and personally.” 

Life in Iraq isn’t too bad now 
that Saddam Hussein has been 
taken out of power, Ryan said, 
adding that the Traqi people 
have always had a structure of 
life, only now they have a 
future. 

“We are making a difference 
and a positive impact on other 
countries.” Ryan added, “T feel

When asked about how he. 
feels about his commander-in- 
chief President George Bush, 
Ryan said, “At least he’s getting 
us some action.” 

Following his leave, Ryan 
will return to Camp Pendleton, 
CA where his unit is headquar- 
tered. His unit, HMLA 169, will 
be returning to Iraq next March.

Tougher penalties proposed for gas gouging

LANSING — With gasoline 
prices reaching near-record 
highs, some lawmakers say they 
want to keep consumers from 
being ripped off at the pump. 

Proposed legislation would 
increase the fines gas station 
owners face for swindling cus- 
tomers. 

"We are just going after the 
cheaters,” said Rep. Fran Amos, 
R-West Bloomfield, the primary 
sponsor, “It is a problem when 
you pay for a_ gallon but don’t 
get a gallon, or when you pay for 
93 octane and get 87 octane.” 

Introduction of the proposal 
corresponds with an increased 
number of complaints to the 
Michigan Department — of 
Agriculture from consumers 
who feel they’re being cheated 
by gas stations, There were more 
than 1,200 such complaints last 
year and 588 more since Oct. I, 
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2004. 

“Once you pay more for 
something, you want to make 
sure you get what you paid for,” 
Amos said. 

According to Amos, a typical 
offense involves ‘a station 
ordering [,000 gallons of 87 
octane but only needing 800 gal- 
lons, so: they just have them 
dump the other 200 into the pre- 
mium.” 

However, Agriculture has only 
16 inspectors to monitor more 
than 5,100 gas stations in the 
state. 

The Legislature appropriated 
$1.3. million to hire more 
inspectors, but Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm has held back the 
funds because of the state budg- 
et crisis. 

“There are a lot of areas 
across the state that could use 
more inspectors, ” said Brad 
Deacon, legislative liaison. for 
the Department of Agriculture. 
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“We respond to 100 percent of 
complaints, but there are some 
stations that we don’t get out to 
inspect in a year.” 

Deacon said the department 
supports the legislation because 
it goes after repeat offenders. It 
would not increase the $100 to 
$500 fine for a first offense, but 
would stiffen the penalty for fur- 
ther violations. A second offense 
would carry a fine between 
$1,000 to $2,000, while a third 
violation would cost between 
$2,000 and $4,000. 

“We want to level the playing 
field for the industry,” he said. 

John Griffin, executive direc- 
tor of the Associated Petroleum 
Industries of Michigan, said his 
organization supported 
increased fines in the past, but 
opposes the current legislation. 
“People are more inclined to 
complain when prices go up,’ he 
said. “I am glad they are going 
after the bad guys, but the num- 
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ber of complaints is within nor- 
mal fluctuation.” 

Michigan is the seventh-high- 
est gas-consuming state, with 
more than 4.7 billion gallons 
used a year. 

According to Amos, if only 10 
percent of the state’s stations 
short customers two table- 
spoons of every gallon, it would 
cost consumers $12 million a 
year, 

Amos’ previous attempt to 
pass such legislation failed last 
year. 

However, “I think that it 
would have a better than 50-50 
chance of passing (now) if it 
goes to a vote,” said Rep, Neal 
Nitz, R-Baroda, who chairs the 
House Agriculture Committee 
that will consider the bill. 

“We want to severely penalize 
gas station owners who continue 
to violate the law, and make sure 
they deliver a quality product,” 
Nitz said. .

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Lawmakers target Internet hunting

LANSING —- If some state 
lawmakers have their way, 
Michigan hunters will no longer 
be able to target shoot and hunt 
using their computer mouse. 

New’ legislation would bar 
state residents from hunting via 
the Internet, meaning _ that 
hunters will be prohibited from 
using home computers to shoot 
live animals with a firearm, bow 
or crossbow. 

Nationwide controversy was 
sparked last year when Live- 
shot.com, a Texas-based Web 
site, offered users the chance to 
control and shoot firearms for a 
fee by computer, 

Membership costs $14.95 a 
month plus $5.95 for each tar- 
get-shooting session. 

Currently, the Web site offers 
only target shooting for its 300- 
plus members. But site creator 
John Lockwood said a hunt is 
scheduled for April 9, when the 
first person with disabilities will 
try to take an animal, such as 
antelope, sheep and wild hogs. 

The user will view the Texas 
game-ranch from his computer 
and wait for an animal to come 
into view. If the hunt is success- 
ful, Live-shot.com will retrieve 


and ship the meat to the hunter. 
Traditional hunting is also avail- 
able on the ranch. 

Although hunters can fully 
control their aim, a Live- 
shot.com guide will be able to 
override any shot to prevent dan- 
gerous or illegal firing. 

“Its not a video game,” 
Lockwood said. “There’s no 
guarantee. There’s nothing that 
Says an animal is going to come 
and you’re going to be success- 
ful.” 

Thus far, the site has had only 
one hunt where a user shot a 
wild hog. 

Lockwood said he doesn’t 
expect to make money from the 
service and set it up mainly to 
benefit people with disabilities 
who couldn’t otherwise hunt. 

“It was never designed to be 
for the mainstream people that 
can go out and hunt,” he said. 
“In the hunting part, I would be 
lucky to recoup my losses in 10 
years.” 

Texas legislators are also con- 
sidering a ban on online hunting, 
but Lockwood said lawmakers 
don’t fully undérstand what his 
service provides for people with 
disabilities. 

But conservationists and 
Michigan offictals said they are 


skeptical of the claimed peneii 
of online hunting to people with 


_ disabilities. | 
“You eliminate the sport,” said 


Rep. Shelley Taub, R- 
Bloomfield Hills, who is co- 
sponsoring the proposal to ban 
online hunting. “There’s no rea- 
son why someone in a wheel- 
chair can’t go into a duck blind.” 

Safety issues are also a con- 
cer. 

Jason Dinsmore, a research 
policy specialist for Michigan 
United Conservation Clubs, 
said, “Our biggest concern is 
that of safety. It’s more of a 
video game at that point. Does 
that send the right message to 
youth?” 

By using the Internet, hunters 
don’t feel the camaraderie and 
full experience of hunting, he 
said. 

“Something like this puts too 


much emphasis on the harvest of 


the animal,” he said. “It does 
concern a lot of sportsmen 
because it doesn’t paint what it 
means to be hunting or to be a 
hunter in a very good light.” 
The operators of Live- 
shot.com argue that the service 
allows enthusiasts with disabili- 
ties to hunt, but officials at the 
Department of Natural 


Resources (DNR) don’ t buy that 
reasoning. 

“It’s essentially a “for-profit 
operation,” said Mary Dettloff, 
press secretary for the DNR. 
You miss out on too much if 
you sit on your computer trying 
to hunt. It’s not the best way to 
experience the outdoors in 
Michigan.” 

To facilitate the sport for peo- 
ple with disabilities, the DNR 
offers a number of programs and 
special permits, 

For example, hunters who are 
permanently unable to. walk can 
buy a permit that allows them to 
shoot from their vehicle and 
have a special time reserved for 
them in October. Also, visually 
impaired hunters may use laser 
sighting devices to target their 
prey. 

Dettloff said she is unaware of 
any Michigan-based Web sites 
that offer online hunting, but 
said it is a possibility. 

Last year, the state sold about 
775,000 deer hunting licenses 
and that’s a number it wants to 
keep up. 

“We feel Internet hunting is 
counter to the DNR’s mission of 
getting people, outside in 
Michigan to enjoy the great out- 
doors here,” Dettloff said, 


Senator wants to muzzle rifles at night

LANSING — Some lawmakers 
want to crack down on hunters 
sighting their rifles overnight 
prior to hunting. 

A bill before the Senate would 
prohibit anyone from sighting a 
rifle from a half hour after sunset 
until a half hour before sunrise. 

"Hunters shouldn’t wait until 
hours before the season to fire off 
boxesgof rounds,” said Sen. Jim 
Barcia, D-Bay City, one of the 
co-sponsors. “It sounds like the 
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start of WWIIT,” 

According to the Department 
of Natural Resources, hunters are 
supposed to sight their rifles only 
at a range or on their own prop- 
erty. 

Barcia, an avid hunter who 
owns 100 acres in the Upper 
Peninsula’s Schoolcraft County, 
said he has a problem near his 
property before the start of each 
dcer firearm season when hunters 
gather in a clearing and shoot 
hundreds of rounds to sight their 
rifles. 
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"It alerts the deer that the sea- 


son is under way,” Barcia said. 
“They are sophisticated survivors 
that can connect rifle fire with 
hunting.” 

Mike Parrott, 
Parrott’s Outpost in Alpena, 
agrees that itis a problem. “With 
the additional activity in the 
woods and the shooting, the deer 
change their habits.” 

Parrott, a hunter for 44, years, 
said he supports the legislation 
and wouldn’t mind seeing a

An amendment to Grayling Township Zoning Ordinance 2003-02 


Adopted March 9, 2005 
Effective April 23, 2005 


Section 20.02 — intent 

An amendment to Ordinance 2003-02 to provide for the 
regulation, control an 

d prohibition of certain undesirable adult businesses, 
sexually oriented businesses, and adult entertainment 
establishments, near certain zoned districts which allow 
the following primary or secondary uses: residential, 
recreational, religious, educational, and other business 
interests where alcoholic beverages are sold. 

Section 20.03 — Legislative Findings 

A. The Grayling Township Board of Trustees and 
the Grayling Township Planning Commission have 
determined that sexually oriented businesses and activi- 
ties are recognized as having a deleterious effect upon 
adjacent areas, causing increased crime rates, blight, a 


@ general chilling effect upon other businesses and occu- 


pants, a negative disruption in residential and commer- 
cial development, decreasing land values of adjacent 
and nearby properties. 

These findings have been substantiated by numerous 
land use studies which have been upheld by the United 
States Supreme Court. Recent Supreme Court cases 
have concluded that, “municipalities have a substantial 
interest in protecting and preserving the quality of life for 
its community against the adverse secondary effects of 
sexually oriented businesses,” regardless of the size of 
the community (Young v. American Mini Theaters, Inc. 
(1976)), and Renton v, Playtime Theater, Inc. {1986)). 
The harmful secondary effects the Court identified 
include: 

Ts Increased crime. 

2: Decreased property values of both residential 
and commercial properties. 


a 3. Blight which causes people and businesses to 


flee the community. 
B. The Grayling Township Board of Trustees and 


the Grayling Township Planning Commission have con- 
‘cludéd that they have the right, the duty, and the per- 


mission (MCLA 125.286b) to protect township citizens 
from these harmful effects of sexually oriented busi- 
nesses, including but not limited to: 


1. Adult arcades 

2. Adult book, novelty (sexua) paraphernalia), or 
video stores 

3. Adult cabarets, night clubs, gentlemen's clubs, 


go-go clubs, strip bars 

Aduit motels or hotels 

Adult motion picture theaters or adult theaters 
Escort services or agencies 

Adult massage parlors 

: The Grayting Township Board of Trustees, the 
Grayling Township 

Planning Commission and a subsjantial number of the 
members of the general public which reside or own 
property in Grayling Township have determined through 
the legal public hearing process that “Sexually Oriented 
Businesses,” are not held to be in keeping with the 
intentions of the Grayling Township Master Plan, which 
states, 

“This Plan is intended as support for the achievement of 
the following public objectives, among others: 


Oo SO 


. To protect public health, safety and general 
welfare; | 
* To conserve and protect properly values by 


preventing incompatible uses from locating adjacent to 
each other; 


° To protect and enhance quality of life in the 
City and Township; 
* To protect and preserve the natural resources, 


unique visual character, and environmental quality of 
the area; 


® To maintain and enhance employment opportu- 
nities and tax base of the area; 
* To promote an orderly development process 


which is paced in coordination with the City’s and 


' Township's ability to provide services and which permits 


public officials and citizens an opportunity to monitor 
change and review proposed development in a reason- 
able manner; and 

. To provide information from which to gain a 
better understanding of the area and its interdependen- 
cies and interrelationships, and upon which to base 
future land use and public investment decisions." 

D. It is not the intent, nor are there legislative find- 
ings which support Grayling Township from prohibiting 
sexually oriented businesses from locating within the 
boundaries of Grayling Township based on the protec- 
tions of free speech in the First Amendment of the 
United States Constitution. if a sexually oriented busi- 
ness is engaged in legal speech related activities, one 
(1) must be allowed even if it falls within the prohibitions 
listed in Section 20.08. 

E. if no commercially zoned tand is suitable for 
locating a legal sexually oriented business in Grayling 
Township because of prohibitions in Section 20.08, the 
Grayling Township Planning Commission and the 
Grayling Township Board of Trustees shall rezone @ 
vacant parcel to alleviate the prohibitions, if such land is

F: in the event any “Sexually Oriented Business 
in Grayling Township discontinues operation for a period 
of more than six (6) months (181 days), the right to 
operate the business shall terminate. 

Section 20.04 — Conformance with Grayling Township 
Special Use Provisions 7 

Any and all businesses which fit the definition of a 
“Sexually Oriented Business” require a special use per- 
mit, regardiess of zone, through the review process of 
the Grayling Township Planning Commission. Special 
uses are regulated through Section XVItl of the Graylin 
Township Zoning Ordinance (2003-02). 
Section 20.05 — Site Plan Review Standards: 

A. Signage — Must conform to the following regu- 


ras in addition to Grayting Township sign Ordinance 
1, No words, lettering, photographs, silhouettes, 
drawings or pictorial representations of “Sexual 
Paraphernalia,” “Specified Sexual Activities” or 
“Specified Anatomical Areas.” 

B. Junk, Garbage, Rubbish, and General Blight - 
The exterior grounds of any "Sexually Oriented 
Business” must conform to the regulations contained in 
the Grayling Township blight Ordinance (2003-04). 
Section 20.06 ~— Allowable locations 

A. “Sexually Oriented Businesses” may only 
locate in the following zones: 

(C-1) General Commercial 

(C-2) Heavy Commercial 

(PC) Planned Commercial 

(I) Industrial 

(Pl) Planned Industrial 

As of the effective date of this ordinance 
amendment, the following properties are suitable and 
available for the location of sexually oriented business- 
es as long as the requirements for locating such busi- 
nesses are met in this amendment and in other pertf 
nent articles of Grayling Township Ordinance 2003-02. 
1. All vacant parcels of land in the southern half 
of Section 32, Township 26 North, Range 3 West, zoned 
(PC) Planned Commercial (See Article XV). 

2. All vacant parcels of land in Township 26 
North, Range 3 West, Section 5, zoned (C-2) Heavy 
Commercial (See Article Vili, Section 9.04 and Article 
IX). 

3. All vacant parcels throughout Township 26 
North, Range 3 West, Sections 20, 29, 32 and 33, 
which are currently zoned (Pl) Planned Industrial. 

Note: The above eligible parcels comprise slightly 
more than 2,000 acres, or 8.1% of all privately owned 
land in Grayling Township.
